Yeaterday the weather being very fine, we bired 
a boat, and went down tbe river to Oreenwicb, to 
visit, before qaltting London, the juatly celebrated 
hospital for aged and disabled sailors. This beautlCal 
bnllding, in point of architectural elegance one of tbe 
first in England, is qnite a palace, snd waa io faet 
formerly one, and a favourite residence of Qaeen 
Ell/abeth'a. It stands on the r^bt bank of theTtaamM, 
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at the extremlty of a beaadful park, dlTerslBed widi 
raany nndnlations and riiing groundB, from whfch tbere 
ar« aome extenslve and inagni6cent viens over tbe 
Metropolis and anrroandlng country. It is no«r god- 
verted into an aaylnm nhich wlll ever do hononr to 
the Engllsh nation, and contalns aereral bandred iailors 
who are vtX\ lodged, clothed, and fed, at the public 
»pense. Eac^ baa a neat little room nicely fitted 
ap for bfmaelf, besidea whlcb there is a public library 
containing books appropriated lo thelr situation in life, 
a pcbllc eating-room and acbapel. The Eating-room 
la a sort of large hall, with amall tablea in rowa oo 
each side. We happened lo be there juat as they 
were aitting down to tea, which ie aerred out in tin 
cans holding about a pint and a balf each, with a 
good allowaoce of bread and butter, and placed on 
tbe different tables, ao that there waa not tbe sl^htest 
«onfaeion. Morning and evening, aeveu or eightpounds 
of tea are boiied np in a large copper, and portioned 
out to ihe different tables. At dinner the; have a 
«ertain quantity of meat and pea-aoup, whlcb is likewise 
dressed in tbe large coppera. Everytbing is condncted 
in the most liberal manaer, and tbe greateat order 
and propriety prevail througbout the eatabliBbment 
In addition to theae advantages, they bave also a few 
pence allowed them weekiy, to purchase tobacco, and 
all appear perfectly happy and contented. The chapel 
is exb^mely beautiful; there is also afioe hall, called 
Tb« Pabited Hall, decoraled with paintinga representing 
the principal naval hattlee of England, and with the 
portraits of many of our most renowned admirals. 
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Bat nhat parlleularl}' aliracle«] niy attention, nas tlie 
fimeral car, whicli carried the remalne n( the gallant 
liOrt] Nelson lo Si. PaiiVs. and the flag wliieh his 
eliip. theVictory, bore in Ihebatlle of TrafBls;aT. After 
liaving seen all the curiosities, we Htrolled abont the ' 
park and retiirned home late in the ev^ning by land. 
mnch pleased and gralilied, wiDi the occorrences of 
the riay. In a few ilaya we shall returp (o Winchegfer, 
and hope to find von all well.

There I 
li ud 01 y liberty res to red, alung with a liandtiome 
reward for iny durvicoH. I gat from ibence to Obiiia, 
and from Oliina to llie Knglisb setileuienis in tlie Eust 
Iiulies, where llie BJgiit of iny couniryiiien, and Ilje 
sounds of niy native tungue, made ino faiiey niyaelf 
aluiuat ut boine agaiii, though Blill <ieparaied by balf 
the globe, ilcru 1 saw a delightful country, iiwunnin;;

I am happy 
to say, that although property to an immense amount 
hai been deatroyed, the loaa to tbe ownera of the 
hoQsea wlll be very small) as they were iosnred to 
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nesrly the foll rslae. I cannot prMse too highly tbe 
laodable costom of inaoriog whicfa seerne generally 
folloned; talking with a gentlemaQ on the sabject, 
he said: ,^e shonld Dot feel the sligbteet onea^esB, 
if news waa Bnddenly brought him diat hie house was 
on fiie." It Beldom happens that- the payment of any 
loae, or damage, by fire, is resisted by the Assnriuice- 
Companiea, nnlesa they are well coDrinced, that it is 
not acciilentaL If fiaudnlent means bave been nsecl, 
a prosecution Ib immediately commenced. Yon will 
be BurpriHad to hear that thioughout Ae whote of 
this immense city, the goveniment, or the police 
have nothing to do ytitb tfae arrangements for extin- 
gniebiag fires; all is left to the legulationa of the 
firemen, who are paid and emptoyed by tbe respective 
AssnraBce-CompanicB, and to etimnlate these men to 
a watclifal, and speedy discharge of their duty, a 
considerable renard ia paid for the first engine wfaich 
is biought to the spot.
